Women’s Trade :— 


With women buying an esti- 
mated 85 per cent of all goods sold 
at retail in America, the steadily in- 
creasing hardware trade interest in 
major appliances and _ general 
housefurnishings items is readily 
understood. Housewares are a 
natural part of the hardware busi- 
ness and always have been. Among 
the earliest ironmongeries there 
were pots and kettles in stock. Ma- 
jor appliances are in the same 
category, many being actually 
electrified or gas engine operated 
developments of appliances that 
were formerly operated only by 
human effort. Women are born 
shoppers and they like to shop 
where new goods are on display. 
The Chicago shows will provide 
the wholesalers with an exception- 
ally fine opportunity to obtain new 
goods for the retail hardware trade 
to use in luring more women shop- 
pers to hardware stores. 


Gift Department :— 


Although the gift goods angle 
is not emphasized in the promo- 
tion of the Chicago housefurnish- 
ings shows, it is something to 
consider as a “plus” feature as 
many of the hardware trade’s best 
gift items are in the housewares 
lines. Coming so soon after the 
Christmas holiday gift selling sea- 
son, the importance of an all-year 
gift goods corner or department 
might properly be in the minds 
of the wholesaler buyers who will 
attend these shows. Many items 
from the housewares department 
and from other staple goods de- 
partments have wide possibilities 
for extra sales volume during the 
year if presented as gift sugges- 
tions. All through the year there 
are occasions which encourage 
gift purchases. To get the maxi- 


mum attention such items should 
be grouped together in an attrac- 
tive and compact display, changed 
frequently and embellished with 
items that furnish color and a 
certain amount of glamour. Many 
hardware stores have created spe- 
cial gift shops within their stores, 
or in some attractive manner have 
given special stress to this idea. 


Stove Business :-— 


Closely related to the housefur- 
nishings department, and definite- 
ly a major appliance line enjoying 
hardware trade distribution, stoves 
and ranges merit renewed consid- 
eration in 1939 hardware selling 
campaigns. The stove business is 
a huge volume business and the 
majority of producers are deeply 
interested in getting more distri- 
bution through hardware channels. 
At the recent Stove Industry Con- 
vention (Cincinnati, Ohio, Nov. 
30 to Dec. 2, 1938) this thought 
came into prominence at almost 
every session. A story on the 
stove industry appeared in our 
preceding issue. The facts and 
figures that A. P. “Ike” Chester, 
Globe-American Corp., presented 
to that convention as its president 
are given practically in full and 
should be read carefully by both 
wholesalers and retailers in the 
hardware field that they may get 
a picture of the important annual 
sales volume enjoyed by this in- 
dustry. This story appears in the 
Dec. 15, 1938, issue on pages 40 
and 41. Read it and add to your 
New Year’s business resolutions 
a promise that you will go after 
your share of the stove and range 
volume. 


Bolts, Nuts, Etc.:— 


With this copy of HARDWARE 
AcE, published as Section 2 of 
the Dec. 29, 1938, issue, comes to 
our readers a most useful Dis- 
count Handbook on bolts, nuts, 
screws and related products.

Chapter 41—Advanced Course 





Cupboard Hardware for Public Buildings 


N almost every type of pub- 
6) lic building, and the Ad- 

vanced Course is_ princi- 
pally concerned with this type of 
building, you will find cupboards 
and drawers which must be 
equipped with hardware. The in- 
formation on this subject gained 
from the Elementary and _ Inter- 
mediate Courses will, of course. 
help you, but additional informa- 
tion is necessary that you may be 
properly trained to handle this 
part of the job. 

In the first place, these open- 
ings are subjected to much more 
severe usage than they usually en- 
counter in private residences and, 
therefore, hardware that is suit- 
able for residence work is not 
suitable for public 
Be very sure that all 
your cupboard hardware is strong 
and substantial.

buildings. 


For example, where a_ light 
weight butt would serve indefi- 
nitely on a 114-in. book case door 
in the library of a home, it would 
be inadequate for a 114-in. book 
case door in a school. The regular 
weight butts (not light) should 
be used. Attention to detail in 
using the proper size is, of course.

catch on the inactive door of a 
pair of book case doors in his 
library, but it would not be satis- 
factory or suitable to use the same 
type of elbow catch on the book 
case of a doctor’s office in a hos- 
pital. The bolts applied on the 
inside of the inactive door are 
sturdier and make for much more

secure locking of the cupboard 
which is a very desirable feature. 
(See Fig. 1.) 

Notice that the detail sheet of 
cupboard details which accompa- 
nies this chapter shows how nec- 
essary it is that the correct strike 
be used when the bolts are placed 
inside the door. They must be 
placed inside in order to lock the 
doors securely. 

Certainly we would never be 
satisfied to put a light drawer 
pull on the drawers in any kind 
of a cupboard in any public build- 
ing. Sturdy pulls, which are usu- 
ally bolted through the drawer for 
additional strength as well as 
better appearance, are essential. 
(See Fig. 2.) 

Shelves in cupboards of public 
buildings usually should be ad- 
justable, requiring adjustable shelf 
supports which add to the sales 
possibilities of the builders’ hard- 
ware man. (See Fig. 3.) 

On many sliding doors used in

amount of interest in padlocks, 
HARDWARE AGE has asked 
the author to write a supple- 
mentary article on this subject 
at the conclusion of this 
course.

Let 
me repeat a sentence I put in 
italics in the Intermediate Course 

“Every mark on a plan means 
something.” You must know when

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any of those marks mean that 
hardware is to be furnished. 

Of all the problems encountered 
with respect to the hardware for 
cases, cupboards and drawers that 
of locks is the most important. 

While there are many sizes and 
shapes of drawer locks, we really 
have to think first whether we can 
sell pin tumbler locks, shown in 
Fig. 7, or secure lever flat key 


locks, seen in Fig. 8, and whether 


we want a spring lock similar to 
Fig. 7, or a dead lock such as 
is shown in Fig. 8, for both locks, 
that is, pin tumbler and flat key 
which can be furnished either way. 

Here’s another case of checking

details for the thickness of the 
wood as well as the depth of the 
drawer stile. Where hinged doors 
are in pairs, of course, only one 
lock is required for the pair of 
doors, but now comes a bit more 
complicated problem. First we 
have the same two problems we 
had on the drawer locks, namely 
—pin tumbler or flat key locks 
and spring latch or dead _ bolt 
types. 

After that is settled we note that 
a cupboard lock (Fig. 9), a ward-

robe lock (Fig. 10), or a locker 
lock (Fig. 11), might be satisfac- 
tory. The question is which shall 
we use? What really is the dif- 
ference? 

In many cases any one of the 
three types would be used satis 
factorily. The cupboard lock mor 
tising into the wood gives the 
best appearance, but is more ex 
pensive, to apply. The wardrobe 
lock and the locker lock, each 
being of the surface application 
type, would be less expensive to 
apply, and that really is the chief 
difference. Remember, all three 
types can be furnished in pin 
tumbler or flat key operation. 
spring or dead bolt type. 

Either type can be master-keved

and grand-master-keyed, although 
a grand-master-keyed, flat key 
lock is not recommended by the 
manufacturers themselves. It is a 
better practice to make the keying 
arrangement on these smaller 
locks as simple as possible. For

example, on schools the book- 
cases in all the rooms of schools 
will often be keyed alike instead 
of being master-keyed. 

Cabinet lock manufacturers use 
charge schedules for special work 
which differ from those of the 
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regular lock manufacturers, so be- 
fore you estimate very much of 
this sort of work it would be wise 
for you to read carefully the 
schedule of extras for this class 
of hardware. For example, in 
many cases keyed alike takes an

extra charge which isn’t true in 
regular door lock practice. 

Even differences in price occur 
for different thicknesses of wood. 
At times you will be called upon 
to furnish small locks for metal 
doors, such as the sub-treasury 
lock shown in Fig. 12, or a sliding 
gate lock like that illustrated by 
Fig. 13 or a show case lock such 
as is shown in Fig. 14, so study 
this subject with diligence from 
your own manufacturer’s catalog. 

While we are on the subject of 
locks it might be well right here 
to discuss the subject of padlocks. 
The making of padlocks, like the 
writing of books, seems to have 
no end and I shall not attempt 
here to give any outline of the 
general subject of padlocks that 
retail from 10 cents to $5.00 in 
so many shapes and fashions that 
it is not practical to include them 
here. Rather, gur thinking should 
be turned to the one type of pad- 
lock that is used in various places 
in public buildings, and master or 
grand-master-keyed to the build- 
ing system. 

Fig. 15 shows the type I mean. 
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Fig. 15—Pin 
tumbler 
padlock. 


It is made with or without chain 
with hardened steel or bronze 
shackle and in several sizes by 
practically every lock manufactur- 
er in pin tumbler to match his 
own keyway and keying system. 
Several of the cabinet hardware 
manufacturers make really an as- 
tounding number of locks. I have 
only tried to give a comparison of 
a few typical examples.

Again, let me remind the stu- 
dent, particularly in the case of 
flat key locks, that care must be 
taken where a wardrobe and draw- 
er lock are desired keyed alike 
that, unless they are of the same 
type of manufacture and key class 
of that manufacturer, it cannot be 
done. 

In our next chapter we com- 
plete the last of our studies of 
hardware items common to ll 
types of public buildings by study- 
ing the subject of lavatory hard- 
ware. When that has been com- 
pleted we will take up hardware 
which is particularly adapted for 
use in particular types of build- 


os 
ings. 


A “Business Scout” 


A Missouri hardware dealer 
who sells’ a lot of major appliances 
employs a young woman whom he 
calls his outside “business scout.” 
It is her sole duty to watch all 
business reports and activity about 
town for persons who are build- 
ing, moving or remodelling homes. 
Locating such a person, she visits 
the woman of the home, ascertains 
by pleasant conversation what the 
home may need in appliances, 
radios, paints and whatever other 
major lines the store carries. She 
makes no attempt to sell anything 
herself. She turns in a detailed 
report of each call and the result- 
ing leads are distributed to the 
proper department for immediate 
action. The young woman is paid 
a straight salary and her services 
have been decidedly profitable.

The American 
Furniture Mart 


The buying season is off with a bang 
at the four major housewares shows 
to be staged in Chicago. They are=————> 


HOUSANDS of buyers will 
be in Chicago throughout 
the greater part of January 
viewing the hundreds of interest- 
ing displays of housefurnishings 
items that will find their way into 
millions of American homes dur- 
ing 1939. The Merchandise Mart, 
the American Furniture Mart. the 
Palmer House, and the Stevens 
Hotel will be the scenes of stimu- 
lated buyer activity that is ex- 
pected to establish new highs for 
buyer commitments. 

The success of the fall shows 
has made optimism the rule for 
the January shows. The forecast 
is for bigger retail sales volumes 
for next year spurred by many 
really new items. 
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Each year an increasing num 
ber of wholesale hardware buyers 
have been present at the various 
housewares exhibits. This year. 
by virtue of the stress on major 
appliances and because so many 
special events are so directly ap- 
plicable to retail hardware mer- 
chandising, every hardware whole- 
saler has an important reason for 
attending the coming events in 
Chicago. 

All housefurnishings shows will 
be practically concurrent. The 
National House Furnishings Mfrs. 
Assn., 228 N. La Salle St., Chicago, 
for which Warren Edwards is sec- 
retary, will stage its 12th National 
House Furnishing Exhibit at the 
Stevens Hotel, Jan. 8-14.

Housewares and major appli- 
ance buyers who visit the 4th In- 
ternational Homefurnishings Ex- 
position at The Merchandise Mart, 
Jan. 9-21, will witness a distinc- 
tive type of market showmanship.

Floor Mart Club are in charge 
of the show. Club members work- 
ing through 11 committees have 
arranged several entertainment 
and buyer service features.

ters in special rooms on the 14th 
floor. Telephones, secretaries, to- 
gether with all necessary office 
facilities are to be provided. 


Open on Sunday 


The reception and buyer rooms 
will be kept open Sunday, Jan. 8, 
for the convenience of buyers. 
with floor tenants agreeing to re- 
main open at night by appoint- 
ment. Marking an innovation in 
buyer service and entertainment, 
the club has arranged for a series 
of buyer breakfasts to be held 
throughout the market in the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers Club. 

The Merchandise Mart _ will 
house 400 housewares exhibitors 
and approximately 9600 buyers 
are expected. Here, too, predic- 
tions are for a good market based 
on the “buy now” attitude of 
buyers, necessitated through rising 
prices since the passage of the 
wage-hour bill; the low 
tories in retail stores throughout 
the country, and the large amount 
of new merchandise which is to 
be shown. The gradual return of 
normal buying was a note at the 
recent mid-season market in the 
building, and the January market 
is expected to show this tendency 
in an even greater degree.

Major Appliances 


Plans of the American Furni- 
ture Mart, 666 Lake Shore Drive, 
Chicago, for its winter market, 
Jan. 9-21, show that major appli- 
ances will play an honor role. 
The show will lead off with the 
debut of the 1939 models of all 
types of major appliances, includ- 
ing complete lines of stoves, 
ranges, heaters, washers, ironers, 
refrigerators, and small home ap- 
pliances, in addition to cabinets, 
sinks, wall installations and fur- 
nishings. The comprehensiveness 
of the show will enable the dealer 
to fill all his requirements from 


selections offered by more than 
850 manufacturers. 

The newly revised “Kitchen 
Klinic,” first inaugurated in July, 
1938, has been expanded to in- 
clude a complete planning bureau, 
which the dealer may convert into 
use for his retail store. In addi- 
tion, the model kitchens and 
laundries will.be redecorated and 
refurnished with settings that may 
be reproduced by the dealer in 
his windows or on the floor. 

Here is an idea that is rapidly 
winning favor with the hardware 
dealer. Ensemble selling and en- 
semble displays of kitchen appli- 
ances and laundry equipment are 
familiar sights in hardware stores 
that make a real job of specialty 
selling. In this type of selling, 
there are innumerable opportuni- 
ties for selling companion items— 
floor coverings, kitchen hardware, 
cutlery, etc. The dealer need no 
longer sell just a refrigerator or 
range, but can sell the entire 
kitchen. Read below what you can 
learn about this phase of appli- 
ance selling from a visit to the 
American Furniture Mart. 

The model planning bureau

hardware dealers. Located as the 
store is, within easy reach of a 
number of large department stores 
in Brooklyn and Manhattan, Herr- 
mann’s must play its display win- 
dows and store displays for all 
they are worth in order to attract 
attention and create sales. There’s 
a big residential area surrounding 
Herrmann’s in which there are 
both apartment houses and _ pri- 
vate homes, making it necessary 
for the firm to handle a wide va- 
riety of both appliances and 
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A part of the second floor display room. The frame displays and unique “table” for lighting fixtures were 
built of wood and wallboard. The borders of the frames are attractively finished in seasonal water colors.

housewares. The store’s custom- 
ers want good lines but they are 
also careful shoppers. Emphasis 
is placed on medium-priced mer- 
chandise as much as possible, yet 
no opportunity is lost to sell the 
highest grades of merchandise. 
Major appliances and house- 
wares are constantly displayed in 
the show windows to attract pass- 
ersby and to let them know, in no 
uncertain way, that there is a good 
stock of those lines available in 
Herrmann’s. Just inside the en- 
trance there are always several 
different sizes of electrical refrig- 
erators and a varied line of gas 
ranges—in sizes, types and quali- 
ties to meet all demands. Space 
limitations—although Herrmann’s 
is a good-sized store—prevent the 
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Varied stocks and unusual displays 
build year ‘round houseware and ap- 
pliance sales for Glendale, N. Y., firm 


use of a complete model kitchen 
in the store so window display 
space has been freely given, dur- 
ing the past year, to model kitchen 
setups. In the rear of the first 
floor there is a display of kitchen 
cabinets and cabinet sinks sug- 
gesting the general idea of a 
model kitchen although the major 
appliances are not included in 
that section. 

The important part played by 
window displays is emphasized by 


the fact that model kitchen dis- 
plays similar in type to the one 
shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration, were the means of selling 
five complete kitchen installations 
in recent months Anthony Herr- 
mann, who is a director of the 
New York State Retail Hardware 
Association, says, “Our windows 
featuring model kitchen setups 
have boosted sales of plumbing 
equipment, kitchen tables, refrig- 
erators, ranges and wall utility 
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cabinets. We have sold five com- 
plete kitchen installations to peo- 
ple who converted one-family 
homes into two-family residences. 
The kitchen window display was 
used as a model in planning the 
kitchens they wanted. The retail 
value of the kitchen (illustrated 
herewith) was approximately 
$400.00, exclusive of lighting fix- 


tures and floor covering.” 


Build Up Sales 


Herrmann’s did not quote the 
price of the entire kitchen setup 
to those inquiring about it. Mr. 
Herrmann says: “You can more 
easily increase the unit of sale by 
quoting prices on individual units 
than by quoting prices on an en- 
tire kitchen. If you first give a 
sales talk on stoves and build the 
sale up from say a $29.00 unit the 
customers are sold on a_ better 
stove. Then you proceed to talk 
about a refrigerator at $129.00 
increasing the sale to a possible 
$159.00 or $167.00. If you quote 
$400.00 on a complete kitchen it 
is hard to build up the sale to 
higher priced units as you go 
along.” 

The model kitchen window dis- 
play was installed, with the inten- 
tion of keeping it there for just a 
few weeks, but it created so much 
favorable comment and increased 
sales to such an extent that it was 
retained for more than two 
months. The “walls” and “door- 
way” were made from cartons, 
painted red, and were the work of 
Chris Fischer, display manager, 
who also constructed the panel 
sign reading, “A Five-Star Kitch- 
en.” Everything save the arti- 
ficial flowers and food was taken 
from the store’s stock. As an 
added bid for business, a modern 
style medicine cabinet with a mir- 
ror front was installed over the 
sink. Each major unit carried its 
own price card, so lettered as to 
be clearly visible from the street. 

Smaller and _ less_ elaborate 
kitchen setups have been installed 
in Herrmann’s windows on pre- 
vious occasions but this one was 
the most attractive and best mer- 
chandise-moving layout used to 
date. Herrmann’s do not install 
electrical equipment or plumbing 
equipment but turn that type of

work over to reliable and compe- 
tent plumbers and electricians. Of 
this idea Mr. Herrmann says, 
“We recommend reliable plumb- 
ers and electricians and check to 
see that they do good jobs at 
proper prices.” Two _ outside 
salesmen handle appliances and 
where deferred payment sales are 
made the store finances its own 
paper. 

Until fairly recently the stair- 
way to the second floor selling de- 
partments was a rather plain af- 
fair. The display manager dressed 
up that part of the store, cover- 
ing the back of the show window, 
on the staircase side of the store 
with wall board. A “billboard” 
at the foot of the stairs is used to 
feature various items or lines, 
much after the style of a depart- 
ment store bulletin board. Run- 
ning from a point above the door- 
way to the store wall there are a 
series of miniature individual 
“display windows” with concealed 
lighting. Table appliances, gift 
items and attractive housewares 
items are displayed in these “win- 
dows”. Colored cardboard back- 
grounds are used to brighten up 
the displays, the different colors 
being changed from time to time 
in order to tie in with the season 
and to better harmonize with the 
particular merchandise being fea- 
tured. A large circular mirror 
on the landing is partly encircled 
by large letters reading “House- 
wares.” The bend of this lettering 
leads the eyes toward the second 
story. 


Modernistic Displays 

The second floor is also bril- 
liantly lighted with modernistic 
lighting fixtures giving the entire 
display section a bright and in- 
viting appearance. There is a 
wide variety of housewares, gift 
items, table appliances, electrical 
fixtures and mirrors shown on this 
floor. Variety is one of the key- 
notes of the second floor depart- 
ments. Says John J. Werbeck, 
manager of the housewares de- 
partment: “We are doing better 
year after year in this department 
by giving better variety, which is 
what people look for. If people 
do not see a variety of merchan- 
dise they won’t even inquire as to 


prices. To keep interest in the 
department active, the housewares 
displays are constantly changed. 
When a window display is in- 
stalled to tie in with a holiday, 
table and counter displays are set 
up to tie in with those windows.” 

Chinaware is an active and im- 
portant line. Mr. Werbeck says: 
“Our chinaware is all American- 
made and we stress that point. 
When customers see that there are 
no foreign trade marks on our 
chinaware the sale is half made.” 
Only open stock patterns are han- 
dled and there are 11 different 
patterns in stock. Sets are offered 
in units of 32, 38, 42, 54 and 100 
pieces, ranging from $3.50 to 
$17.50. During the holiday season 
sets are offered at prices as high 


as $25.00. 


A Banner Season 


Business in the housewares de- 
partment, as a whole, is better this 
year than it has been for several 
years past. Chinaware sales have 
increased to three and a half times 
that of any previous year, in the 
six or seven years those lines have 
been handled, and good volume is 
being enjoyed in table appliances, 
lighting fixtures and other lines 
displayed on the second floor. Mr. 
Werbeck is assisted by two sales- 
men and a_saleswoman. The 
saleswoman is employed in that 
department according to the man- 
ager because, “cooking lines can 
be better explained to women cus- 
tomers by a woman.” 

Much of the housewares sec- 
tion and other parts of the second 
floor have been recently rear- 
ranged. Although related lines 
have always been displayed near 
each other, even greater effort is 
now being made to have such lines 
displayed in their proper relation 
to each other. Surplus stock is 
now kept behind a partition made 
from wallboard, the wall being 
utilized to show mirrors and elec- 
tric clocks in a wide variety of 
types and prices. Appliance man- 
ufacturers’ display tables are 
placed in front of the wall to ef- 
fectively display table appliances 
and gift items. 

Two recent additions to the dis- 
play features of the second floor

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“Gadget Nook” Turns Visitors 


Into Perennial Patrons 


Small housefurnishing items in an 
unusual setting bring business to 
Hayden Hardware Store, Bryn Mawr, Pa.

TABLE display of numer- 
ous 10-cent items is un- 


doubtedly an effective cus- 


tomer - attracting medium. The 
only drawback, to most dealers, 
is that it requires a tremendous 
volume of this kind of business to 
make a valuable display space pay 
its way. Turn this business into 
a good volume of 30-cent and bet- 
ter priced items, and the dealer 
will have what amounts to a small 
gold mine. 

This is precisely what William 
Hayden, owner of the Hayden 
Hardware Store in Bryn Mawr, 
Pa., did. Not only that, but he 


utilized the space behind one of 
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his show windows, a section that 


had previously proven a “dead” 


area, no matter how well dressed 
up. A_ little ingenuity, some 
sprucing up, and an_ intelligent 


selection of items for display, have 


made this area one of the most 
profitable in the store. 

First this section was painted 
in light blue with a dark trim. 
Offset letters named this area the 
“Gadget Nook”. As an eye-catch- 
ing background, Mr. Hayden ar- 
ranged a large wall-board panel 
to display 36 mats of the same 
size and shape each bearing a dif- 
ferent household item. Each mat 
has a colored figure painted on it 


that is associated with the item 
attached. For instance a painted 
can is on the mat holding a can- 
opener: nuts are painted on the 
mat holding a nut cracker; meat 
for the meat skewers; slices of 
fruit for the fruit slicers. And 
so it goes. 

This colorful display is a per- 
manent fixture in the “Gadget 
Nook”, and is as sure to catch a 
woman’s eye as a new hat. The 
price is marked on each mat, and 
most items sell for 30 cents or 
more. Among these items are 
found sandwich cutters, a sardine 
can opener and server, an ice cube 
crusher, napkin rings, a ladle, an 
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ejector fork, and other similar 
items—all of good quality. 
Although this is the primary 
eye-catching feature of the 
“Nook”, these wares form only a 
small percentage of the kinds of 
goods sold. On a shelf directly 
beneath the placard display, are 
arranged similar items, each on a 
white doily. These are fre- 
quently changed and _ generally 
sell for slightly higher prices than 
the others. The lower shelves are 
entirely hidden by plain, dark 
blue curtains, and are used to 
store the excess stock of all the 
items shown above. Glass shelves 
on either side of the placard dis- 
play are used to show attractive 


gift wares, vases, coffee pots and 
similar items. This type of shelf 
forms an effective and colorful 
addition that blends with the un- 
usual background. 

The most valuable features from 
a profit-making standpoint, are 
the two neat display stands that 
are arranged in front of the back- 
ground display. The sides of 
these stands are plain, and have 
a curved surface which gives them 
a pleasing modernistic appear- 
ance. They are painted a light 
blue, and are situated so as to 
leave ample room between and in 
back for customers to approach 
the background displays. 

On the tops of these two stands,

Mr. Hayden displays all kinds of 
gifts, better quality housewares, 
kitchen utensils and oddities—and 
sells them. Where he used to sell 
only second-grade wooden bowls 
and cooking crockery, he now 
sells the best quality and in 
greater volume. Instead of rely- 
ing on a cheaper grade of pots 
and pans for volume sales, he now 
turns over a steady volume of bet- 
ter quality. In a similar way 
higher priced gifts that would pre- 
viously gather dust on the shelves, 
now move more successfully than 
the cheaper things. The value of 
good display merchandising has 
seldom been more strongly dem- 
onstrated than by Hayden’s “Gad- 
get Nook”. 

Naturally the two display stands 
are admirably suited for making 
frequent changes and arranging 
seasonal displays. New gifts and 
housewares get a first class pres- 
entation on these stands, which 
are right near the store entrance. 
To keep them alive and interest- 
ing, Mr. Hayden is always on the 
lookout for new things and oddi- 
ties that the usual store does not 
handle. Extra stock is kept on 
shelves in the stands, which are 
accessible from the rear. 

The inauguration of the “Gad- 
get Nook” received an immediate 
response from the women of the 
community. As the standard 
stocks of household goods and 
kitchen wares were arranged in 
the immediate vicinity of the 
“Nook”, the sale of these goods 
naturally benefited from the in- 
creased turnover of women cus- 
tomers. Whereas the items dis- 
played on the panel background 
began selling in 50 per cent 
greater quantities than previously, 
the entire line of housewares in 
the store showed a very gratify- 
ing, though smaller, increase in 
sales volume. 

Perhaps the greatest value of 
the “Nook” is that it attracts cus- 
tomers into the store. Women 
who previously might visit the 
store two or three times a year, 
now appear with enough regular- 
ity to be termed steady customers. 
Likewise other women who never 
came into the building, have 
formed the habit of dropping in 


occasionally to see what is new. 
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Although Meyer Loomstein, Empire 
Hardware Co., 7286 Manchester Ave., 
Maplewood, Mo., uses his knowledge and 
ability as a draftsman in his business he 
prefers to call it his hobby. His fine 
draftsmanship has helped him plan new 
homes for customers and has been of as- 
sistance in making renovations in cus- 
tomers’ homes.

For miles around Ford J. Otis, The Otis 
Hardware, Sandusky, Mich., is known as a 
top notch skeet shooter and as a “sure shot” 
hunter. He is shown on this page with a 
good sized black bear he shot while on a 
hunting trip in November, 1937, at the Out- 
post Thessalon, Ont., Canada. The party of 
which he was a member bagged five moose 
on that trip. He has been a hunter since boy- 
hood and has bagged some fine specimens 
of deer, bear, moose and many different kinds 
of birds. His hunting skill attracted.such at- 
tention that Detroit and other city newspapers 
in Michigan called him “Michigan Champion 
Hunter of 1936."

partment in the store,” de- 

clares Judson Bagwell, 
owner of the hardware and appli- 
ance firm bearing his name in 
Longview, Texas. He is speaking 
of the “center aisle” set aside for 
merchandise having a_ special 
appeal to women. 

Chinaware, colored pottery, 
glassware, novelties and artificial 
flowers constitute the bulk of the 
stock in this department. “We try 
to maintain a stock of middle- 
priced merchandise,” says M. G. 
Broadfoot, manager of this and 
related departments. “It must not 
be too high to appeal to the aver- 
age woman hunting either a gift 
or supplies for her own home, and 
not too cheap to appeal to the dis- 
criminating shopper.”

This department occupies the 
center space in the store, with the 
strictly hardware stock on the 
right and the radio and refrigera- 
tor departments on the left. The 
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rows of tables, with smaller tables 
atop them for greater display 
space, extend from a point about 
7 ft. inside the door halfway down 
the length of the store. It cannot 
possibly be overlooked by any 
woman entering the establishment. 
One display window usually car- 
ries a full representation from this 
center aisle department. Often 
this display space is devoted to 
a single line, such as small table 
lamps, or novelty colored pottery 
in a variety of forms. 

The stock of this department 
turns slightly more than six times 
a year. 

A young woman is on hand in 
the section at all times, and every 
effort is made to turn all customers 
of the department, whether they 
be men or women, over to her. 
She has studied the stock carefully, 
and has a knack of being able to 
suggest logical and appropriate 
gifts for all occasions and to 
assist customers at all times.

“This is a vital factor in build- 
ing up a department of this sort, 
we find,” Mr. Broadfoot empha- 
sizes. “Women naturally prefer 
to be sold this type of merchan- 
dise by a woman. They feel that 
a woman is better qualified to 
serve them, regardless of how well 
a man may know his stock.” 


Timely Items Displayed 


Mr. Broadfoot makes it a point 
to keep at least one timely novelty 
in the department and on display 
in the show window at all times, 
as a sort of magnet to induce 
women to come into the store and 
look around. Occasionally such 
a novelty is advertised in the local 
papers and by radio. 

“We find it rather important to 
give specific names to as much of 
the glassware as is practical,” he 
states. “When you can tell a 
woman the name of some novelty 
dish she likes it better than if it

merely is another glass dish to 
her.” 

For example, the department 
currently features a glass set for 
serving beverages. It consists of 
a large crystal bowl and several 
small glasses. When a customer 
asks what it is, or shows an inter- 
est in it, she is told its name. If 
it is one type of customer, it is a 
“punch bowl and set”; if another 
type, it is a “Tom and Jerry” set. 
It may be used for either purpose, 
but to call it by the latter name 
would certainly kill its sale to the 
deacon’s wife, says Mr. Broadfoot. 

The firm recently purchased a 
small assortment of artificial flow- 
ers to push as a_ mid-season 
novelty in order to attract more 
women to the department. The 
assortment, expected to last two 
months, sold out in a week and 
the line now has become one of 
the outstanding staples. It also 
served an excellent purpose in ac- 
quainting women with the store.

r YHE gentle art of consis- 
tently attracting women 
buyers into a store, is a 

subject much mulled over by the 

average hardware dealer. With 


large stocks of housewares almost 
exclusively used by women, the 


lady and her pocketbook are as- 
suming greater and greater im- 
portance in the hardware man’s 
business. 

C. E. Suplee, hardware dealer 
in Paoli, Pa., is no exception in 
his need for women customers.

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He has, however, hit upon an ex- 
cellent idea for drawing women 
into his store. Not only this, but 
nearly every woman who passes 
his place stops to look at the dis- 
play in his show windows. The 
secret of the feminine-appeal of 
the Suplee store is pottery. 
Noticing that there was an in- 
creasing demand for brightly col- 
ored glass and pottery in the mod- 
ern household, Mr. Suplee put in 
a line of these wares last Feb- 
ruary. The results of this action 
have fully justified his decision. 
Women who seldom stopped at 
his store flocked to the place in 
increasing numbers, to comment 
enthusiastically upon the striking 
colors and designs of his pottery. 
These pottery wares, which in- 
clude various-sized plates, bowls, 
cups, saucers, pitchers, vases and 
jugs, are in any of six different 
colors—light and dark blue, ivory, 
green, red and yellow. Each item 
is entirely of one color, so that a 
table set with dishes of various

“Gadget Shop” of C. E. Suplee, Paoli, 
Pa., devoted to unusual housewares 
builds store traffic and profits 





ance. Sets of dishes may be 
bought all in .a single color, or, 
as is more frequently the case, in 
a variety of colors so that attrac- 
tive combinations can be ar- 
ranged. 

The volume of sales growing 
from this line, immediately told 
Mr. Suplee that he had a good 
thing. Accordingly, he set about 
to capitalize more fully upon his 
opportunity. The first step was 
to arrange a suitable place for dis- 
playing these wares. A small area 
was set off in the store back of 
one show window. This space is 
partitioned off from the rest of 
the store by two attractive walnut 
walls, the upper halves being in 
the form of small-paned window 
frames without the glass. With 
the doorway entering this area, 
these glassless windows provide 
an excellent view of the displays 
inside the room from the store. 

Along the back wall of this 
room, Mr. Suplee arranged two 
banks of shelves similar to those 
found in an ordinary kitchen. On 
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these he arranges colorful displays 
of enamelware. Running verti- 
cally between these rows of shelves 
is a blank wall area on which he 
has arranged glass shelves and

brackets displaying bathroom 
items—glass holders, towel racks, 
toothbrush holders, soap cups, 
medicine cabinets, etc. To give 
an attractive finishing touch to 
these supplementary displays, 
Mrs. Suplee draped curtains such 
as are found in kitchens and bath- 
rooms. The room itself is called 
a “Gadget Shop.” 

In the center of the room is a 
small dining room table set with 
a tablecloth, and with pottery of 
various colors. On _ additional 
shelves extending around the 
room are other displays of pot- 
tery. The glassless window

HE Christmas holidays 
have come and gone, and 
throughout the country, 
hardware stores have resumed 
their normal appearance. Every- 
where dealers are checking up on 
business consummated and figur- 
ing profits. Many of them are 
thinking that the Christmas sea- 
son has been laid away for an- 
other year until 1939. 
That is just where many of 
them are wrong! There is still 
holiday selling to be done, 


although it will be done after the 
holidays are past and gone. Many 
a harassed man and woman tried 
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to decide upon proper presents to 
give and finally in desperation de- 
cided to settle the problem once 
and for all by making their Christ- 
mas gifts in checks or cash. And 
the hardware dealer should realize 
this fact to the fullest possible ex- 
tent. He should take steps to 
get his share of that Christmas 
money! 

The suggested window display 
on this page is designed primarily 
to appeal to the man who received 
gifts in the form of money. Sport- 
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ing goods, tools, desk accessories 
and personal conveniences of vari- 
ous kinds are shown in this dis- 
play which is of the balanced 
symmetrical type. Most of the mer- 
chandise shown is either upon the 
plateau or upon the floor of the 
window and the large sign at the 
rear, “Solved—the Christmas gift 
money problem,” fully describes 
the purpose of the display. 

Green or yellow would serve 
admirably as colors for the back- 
ground and fixtures of this win- 
dow. The chart above the illus- 
tration shows how the word 
“Solved” and the dollar sign may 
be drawn to scale. Incidentally, 
it might be a good idea to cut a 
circle of silver paper or cardboard 
and fit inside the wreath to serve 
as a background for the dollar 
sign which could be cut from 
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black paper and pasted upon it. 

The suggested window display 
on this page is devoted to the pur- 
poses for which the housewife 
may use her Christmas cash. This 
display is of the unbalanced type 
with the greatest height of the fix- 





lures at the left and the two sets 
of pedestals descending like steps 
of stair$ to the right. You look at 
this window in the same manner 
as you look at the page of a book 

-down and to the right. 

Here’s a windaw that should 
appeal to any housewife and 
should practically urge her to use 
some of that Christmas money 
where it will do the most good. 
The same colors for background 
and fixtures— green or yellow 
would also serve the purpose here 
although a warm shade of tan 
would also do very well. The sign 
at the back should be of the same 
general color as the rest of the 
window although of a deeper 
shade. The chart on this page 
shows how the railroad-warning 
type of sign may be drawn to 
scale.

AINTS, varnishes and bicycles 

manufactured in the United 

Kingdom headed a list of prin- 
cipal products of interest to the 
hardware trade on which this coun- 
try has granted tariff concessions in 
the recently negotiated trade agree- 
ment. Concessions on American- 
made products exported to the 
United Kingdom covered implements 
and tools, saws, files and similar 
tools, tool handles, oil varnishes. 

The agreement, signed at the 
White House on Nov. 17 and esti- 
mated to directly or indirectly affect 
$2,000,000,000 in trade between the 
two nations after it becomes effec- 
tive in January, granted tariff con- 
cessions on some 2250 products. The 
duty on enamel paints imported 
from Great Britain was reduced 
from 25 per cent ad valorem to 15 
per cent under the new agreement, 
or a reduction of 40 per cent. A 
similar reduction was made on 
varnishes. 

On bicycle imports the United 
States agreed to cut present tariff 
rates on a sliding scale basis de- 
pending upon the size of the wheels. 
Present rates are 30 per cent ad 
valorem on all bicycles and frames. 
New rates range from $1.25 each 
for small bicycles to $2.50 for large 
but in no instance would the rate be 
below 15 per cent ad valorem nor 
more than 30 per cent. Rates on 
other imports into this country were 
reduced 50 per cent on agricultural 
hand tools and parts; 50 per cent on 
golf club heads; 40 per cent on 
tennis racket and badminton racket 
frames valued at $1.75 or more 
each; 50 per cent on emery wheels, 
emery files and other products using 
artificial abrasives; 18 to 45 per 
cent on various pieces of fishing 
tackle; 50 per cent on tricycles or 
velocipedes valued at more than 
$1.75 each; 49 per cent on hay and 
manure forks; and 45 per cent on 
some types of carving knives and

forks. Duty on rifles valued at more 
than $50 each was reduced 50 per 
cent while the duty on shotguns 
valued at more than $50 was bound 
at 324% per cent—that is, guaran- 
teed to remain at that rate. 

On hardware manufactured in 
this country and exported to the 
United Kingdom, manufacturers will 
enjoy reductions in and bindings of 
margins of preference and bindings 
of continued parity of treatment on 
shipments to many parts of the 
British Colonial Empire. Bindings 
of 30 margins of preference and re- 
ductions of two margins cover a 
hardware trade export business val- 
ued at $752,000 in 1936, the State 
Department’s announcement said. 
Almost one-fourth of this total cov- 
erage is accounted for by the two 
reductions. 


Duty on Tools 


The duty on certain specified 
classifications of tools, covering an 
important portion of American tools 
exported to the United Kingdom, is 
reduced from 20 to 15 per cent ad 
valorem. A reduction of 15 per cent 
ad valorem applies only to saws 
valued at 5 shillings (about $1.25) 
or more each. On saws valued be- 
tween 3s. 9d. and 5 shillings each, 
the new duty ranges from 20 per 
cent down to 15 per cent, according 
to the value. The concession is lim- 
ited to ordinary hand saws. 

The United States is the chief 
supplier to the United Kingdom of 
saws and saw blades generally, sup- 
plying 50 to 60 per cent of the total 
imports of this group. The trade 
has expanded fairly steadily since 
1932 in spite of the duty, although 
it is still somewhat below the level 
reached prior to 1932. Exports to 
the United Kingdom of crosscut, 
hand, back, and similar saws were 
valued at $74,897 in 1937. 

The reduction in duty from 20 to 
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15 per cent ad valorem on files and 
rasps applies to those having a ser- 
rated part exceeding 6 in. Nail files 
are excluded from the concession. 
In addition to saws and files, the 
following tools benefit by a reduc- 
tion in duty from 20 to 15 per cent: 
wrenches, spanners, excluding chain 
pipe wrenches and adjustable pipe 
wrenches having one fixed jaw, one 
movable jaw and one or more 
springs but including other pipe 
wrenches and tap wrenches; braces 
not including breast drills and hand 
drills; vises of all kinds; screw 
plates, threading dies and taps, pipe 
cutters, non-portable lifting jacks; 
and tire levers and other appliances 
for fitting tires. 

Because of their high quality and 
reputation, American tools have 
maintained their position fairly, well 
since the increased British duty 
came into effect in 1931. In recent 
years imports from the United States 
have steadily recovered in both vol- 
ume and share of the total imports 
from the low point reached in the 
years 1932 and 1933, although the 
trade is still below the level of that 
in the period 1928-1931. The reduc- 
tions obtained under the trade agree- 
ment will apply to a large section 
of United States trade with the 
United Kingdom, officials said, and 
should help materially to improve 
still further the position of the 
American products in the British 
market. 

On bolts, nuts, screws of iron and 
steel the ad valorem duty was re- 
duced from 20 to 15 per cent on 
United States shipments to the 
United Kingdom. On oil varnishes 
the duty has been reduced the same 
amount. 

Products of interest to the hard- 
ware trade on which the United 
States granted tariff concessions on 
imports from the United Kingdom 
are covered in detail in the accom- 
panying table.

OF THE RETAILER

application of law to chain stores, organized 
independent retailers, factory branch stores 
and units with wholesale and retail functions

Further clarifying the status 
of retailers and service establish- 
ments under the wage and hour 
law, the Wage-Hour Division of 
the Department of Labor has 
issued an interpretative bulletin 
in which it expresses its views as 
to the applicability of the law 
to chain stores, organized groups 
of independent retailers, factory 
branch stores, and units perform- 
ing both a wholesale and retail 
function. The interpretation also 
lays down certain rules to assist 
retailers in determining whether 
more than 50 per cent of their 
business is in intrastate com- 
merce—a condition under which 
they are exempted from the law. 

The bulletin suggests that two 
factors be considered in deter- 
mining the proportion of busi- 
ness done in intrastate commerce: 
(1) The number of sales made 
within the state in which the 
establishment is located as com- 
pared with the total number of 
sales of the establishment; and 
(2) the gross income derived 
from sales made or services per- 
formed within the state as com- 
pared with the total gross income 
of the establishment. 

In making such determina- 
tions, the Administrator explains 
that in some cases a three-year 
survey will reflect accurately the 
nature of the business but it 
qualifies that statement with the 
assertion that such a period may 
be too long for some establish- 
ments, too a period for 
others. In any event, he sug- 
gests “a reasonable” period of 
time for the survey. 

The double-barrel exemption 
for retailers—applicable to em- 
ployees engaged in “a local re- 
tailing capacity” and to “retail 
establishments” which are both 
covered in Section 13—has 
caused some confusion, the Ad- 
ministrator points out. The “lo- 
cal retailing capacity” exemp- 
tion, the bulletin says, relates to 
particular types of employees, as 


short

for example, an employee of a 
wholesale or manufacturing 
enterprise employed in a “local 
retailing capacity” who may be 
exempt from the law even though 
other employees of the enterprise 
are covered. On the other hand, 
the “retail establishment”  ex- 
emption frees all employees en- 
gaged in a particular type of 
establishment. 

In the case of chain store 
systems, stores maintained by 
groups of independent retailers, 
factory branch stores or service 
units, each will be considered, 
in the ordinary case, as separate 
‘‘establishments’’ within the 
meaning of the exemption. A 
store whose business is pre- 
dominately retail may make a 
few isolated wholesale sales and 
still be designated as a “retail 
establishment” and be exempted 
under the Act. Conversely, a 
wholesale firm may not claim to 
be a retail establishment in an 
effort to seek exemption merely 
by reason of an occasional retail 
sale. 

Companies which engage in 
both retail and wholesale selling 
can claim exemption as retail 
establishments only if the retail 
function of their business is 
physically segregated and then, 
of course, only for that portion 
of their business which in 
fact, retailing. If no physical 
separation is made between the 
two types of business, the enter- 
prise would be treated as a 
whole and could not properly be 
described as a “retail establish- 
ment” and claim exemption. 


is, 


If a retail store properly is 
immune from the law because 
more than 50 per cent of its 
business is done within the state, 
it makes no difference whether 
the enterprise purchases its goods 
or does all of its financing in 
another state. Only the flow of 
goods or services from the retail 
establishment has any bearing on 
his immunity or coverages by the 
law. 





The Administrator cites the 
following as “principal attri- 
butes” of a retail establishment 
within the meaning of the law: 

1. One which sells

A retail store may perform 
any necessary service incidental 
its business without fear of 
coming within the jurisdiction of 
the law. Service establishments 
are defined as business enter- 
prises which are similar to retail 
establishments in character but 
which may not be accurately 
classified as such. The Adminis- 
trator suggests that questions 
raised by service establishments 
as to whether the law applies 
can best be answered by refer- 
ring to the interpretations cover- 
ing retailers.

RETAILERS MAY BE INCLUDED 
UNDER STATE WAGE-HOUR BILLS 


(Washington Bureau 
of HARDWARE AGE) 


Three of the seven retail rep- 
resentatives who attended the 
Fifth Annual National Confer- 
ence Labor Legislation, held in 
Washington in November, have 
reported to the American Retail 
Federation that it was their ob- 
servation that the proposed labor 
laws discussed at the conference 
—including the model wage and 
hour bill—are directed at retail- 
ing as the largest industry ex- 
cluded from the Federal wage 
and hour law. 

The delegates, who said that 
retailing was mentioned in this 
connection on several occasions 
during the discussions, were N. 
H. Nielson, secretary-treasurer, 
Associated Retailers of Iowa, 
Inc.; E. W. Smartt, manager, 
Oklahoma Retail Merchants As- 
sociation, and Tate Williams, 
secretary-manager, Nevada Retail 
Merchants Association. The three 
were asked by the other retail 
representatives attending the con- 
ference to submit the report to 
the Federation. 

The three said it 
impression that: 

(1) The Department of Labor 
is concerned because only one- 
half of the employees in the 
country appear to be covered by 
the Federal wage and hour law 
and that proponents of wage and 
hour legislation wish to include 
under the state laws all types 
of employees excluded from the 
Federal statute. 

(2) Wage and hour legislation 
in the states cannot be regarded 
as a satisfactory alternative for 
unionization and that labor 
spokesmen indicated that efforts 
would not be diminished even 
though wage and hour laws 
satisfactory to them are passed. 

(3) The Department of Labor 
will issue the results of the con- 
ference without calling any con- 
ference of employers. (The Sec- 
retary of Labor has since 
announced that an employer con- 
ference will be held, but has 
specified no date.) 

(4) As a result of the confer- 
ence, bills and amendments to 
existing laws will be proposed 
in state legislatures, in connec- 


was their 
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tion with the regulation of wage 
payments, workmen’s compensa- 
tion, child labor and wages and 
hours. 

(5) The proposed state wage 
and hour legislation will be 
patterned after the Federal law 
and will contain a floor for wages 
and a ceiling for hours. 

The report also noted that 
none of the retailer representa- 
tives at the conference entered 
in the discussions although they 
were not excluded from partici- 








pating. At the conference, which 
marked the first time that out- 
side groups were allowed, the 
delegates were told that there 
would be less confusion and less 
opportunity for discrimination 
against employees if the state 
and Federal laws did not differ 
substantially, the report said. 


The American Retail Federa- 
tion, which is taking no position 
on the matter of state wage and 
hour legislation, circulated the 
reports to its members with the 
suggestion that such legislation 
will undoubtedly receive serious 
consideration.

We quote from the 
magazine as follows: “Horseshoes 
furnish a similar proof of the

horseshoes, made at Troy, N. Y., 
for some time past, is now sold 
at the price of only five cents per 
pound, ready prepared, to be 
used in shoeing the animal. At a 
factory recently erected 50 tons 
of these are now turned out per 
day; and it is believed, they can 
be made and sent to Europe at

from American clocks, which 
have handsomely remunerated 
the exporter.’ These horseshoes 
were made at the Burden iron

What System!

What system! When we departed 
it was by another door. Coming in 
and going out the twain did never 
meet. But what struck me as being 
strange was that this great cock- 
tail party received only brief men- 
tion in the press and Life missed 
the opportunity of its life. 

Someone has said corporations 
have no souls. I’ve been thinking 
about that. I am now struggling 
with the thought that to be suc- 
cessful a corporation must have 
a spiritual side. Usually a corpora- 
tion with no outstanding spirit at 
its head is without a soul. If it is 
just run by directors’ resolutions 
it is probably soulless. Then there 
is a difference in even the great 
corporations. John D. Rockefeller 
and especially his son John D. Jr., 
have undoubtedly put a life-giving 
spirit into Standard Oil. Henry 
Ford has also given a spiritual 
quality to his great business. 
Johnson of Endicott, Johnson 
breathed a spirit into the men and 
machinery of his plant. But there 
are other great combinations of 
capital and efficiency that have 








never shown a sign of the Divine 
Spirit. They may treat employees 
well. There may be profit-sharing 
pensions and all that but the di- 
vine spark is missing. These cor- 
porations are dead. Their feet are 
made of brass. Their success is a 
tinkling cymbal and the roll of a 
distant drum. They surely need a 
publicity relations council. Haven't 
they any human story to tell?

Many 
investors believe they have been 
trimmed by officials who took ad- 
vantage of their inside knowledge 
to unload on the public when the 
future looked dark and who 
bought up securities when the fu- 
ture was bright. 


The Greatest Damage 


Now, of course, I know there 
are explanations but the point I 
am making is that most of the 
larger concerns deserve credit for 
the service and the prices they 
give the public while they—to say 
the least—have been very careless 
in protecting their good will and 
good names in the gyrations and 
eccentricities of the market price 
of their securities. Thousands of 
good substantial people are both 
customers and owners of securities 
in the same company and when 
they find heavy losses in their 
stocks they do not draw distinc- 
tions but just “have it in” for 
such companies and approve of 
Government and other attacks on 
business in general. The greatest 
damage business has done is in the 
handling of its own stocks and 
bonds. 

When, for instance, the stock of 
A.T.&T. declines in one year 
from $160.00 per share to 
$111.00, the company gets a 
“black eye” from every stock- 
holder no matter how good their 
telephone service may have been. 
They have over 600,000 stock- 
holders. This decline in price, I 
claim, hurts business in general 
and the average stock holder is not 
aware the decline is caused by a 
preliminary report of a Govern- 
ment investigation. 


Stablization Needed 


To sum up, one thing we need 
to help establish prosperity is a 
stabilization at some figure of the 
bond and stock prices of our lead- 
ing business corporations. I don’t 
mean “price plugging” but some 
kind of social security for stock- 


holders.

EDITOR’S NOTE:—In this ar- 
ticle Mr. Norvell calls attention 
to the fact that many corporations 
who give unusually good service

and quality to the buyers of their 
products seem to be woefully in- 
different to what happens to their 
securities. He makes the point 
that in building up “good will” 
with the public one is just as im- 
portant as the other. 

In the light of the recent fantas- 
tic McKesson & Robbins debacle 
where investors are likely to ex- 
perience heavy losses in the stock 
of the company it might be 
thought that Mr. Norvell wrote 
this article after the McKesson 
news became public, but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, we had the article 
about 30 days before the Mc- 
Kesson crash. At the time of dic- 


tating this article Mr. Norvell had 
no idea there was anything wrong 
with the affairs of the drug com- 
pany. 

In 1926 he and Mr. Robbins 
sold out to the new McKesson & 
Robbins Company for $1,000,000 
cash. He did not continue as an 
officer of the company and never 
owned any of their stock. In one 
of his articles soon after this 
transaction was completed he told 
the dramatic story of sitting on a 
stool at the lunch counter of the 
Grand Central Station eating a 40- 
cent lunch with a certified check 
for $1,000,000 reposing in his 
pocket.

frames that form two walls of the 
room are fitted with glass shelves 
and are loaded with small glass 
and pottery vases, bowls of flow- 
ers and other items that are used 
so extensively nowadays on house- 
hold ‘window shelves. The entire 
room has a most striking appear- 
ance and is practically irresistible 
to the modern woman. Already 
the room has proven too small to 
accommodate the people who 
want to look at things inside. 

As an additional attraction Mr. 
Suplee tries to maintain a small 
stock of unusual gift items. For 
instance he has pocketbooks, com- 
pacts, cigarette cases and brace- 
lets made of narrow strips of 
wood, small Mexican, carvings, 
and other items not found in the 
usual gift shop. 

The show window adjacent to 
the “Gadget Shop” is used exclu- 
sively for displaying pottery, 
glassware and gifts. It is a sure- 
fire attractor of sidewalk traffic 
and is doubly valuable as it gives 
a clear view of the “Gadget Shop” 
inside. Frequent changes in the 
window displays are instrumental 
in maintaining its interest to pass- 
ersby. 

The secondary reaction from 
his pottery line is what Mr. Suplee 
was originally striving to obtain. 
That is, an increased customer 
turnover in his store. Since the 
installation of his “Gadget Shop” 
and club plan, there has been a 


decided increase in store traffic. 
The value of this increase has 
been proven by a marked increase 
of sales in practically all lines of 
household goods.

are the electrical lighting fixture 
display and the open front and 
back display “stages.” The fix- 
ture display, which resembles a 
giant table, was made of wood 
and wall board and was painted 
white to add to its reflection value. 
The top is used to suspend ceiling 
units, which are hooked up for 
instant demonstration. Shelves on 
the legs hold various lighting 
units, most of which are connected 
for operation. The table legs are 
supported on a pyramided display 
on which are shown desk lamps, 
boudoir lamps, office lamps, etc., 
in both modern and older styles. 

The open display stages, also 
constructed of wall board, have 
two display levels, each in the 
form of glass shelving. To add 
to the colorful appearance of the 
department the front and back 
borders are finished in water 
colors, the colors being changed 
from time to time for special sea- 
sonal decoration effects. These 
trick display units were designed 
and constructed by Chris. Fischer. 
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Safety of Employee 


HE liability of an employer 

for the safety of his employees 
has been the subject of several re- 
cent court decisions. 

In Kentucky an employee sued 
his employer for injuries sus- 
tained while at work, but the court 
ruled against the employee largely 
on the ground that the danger was 
apparent to the employee himself. 
Said the court: 

“While it is the duty of an em- 
ployer to provide his employees 
with a reasonably safe place to 
work, he does not insure the safety 
of the employee and is not liable 
for injuries sustained by him, if 
such danger is so obvious and is 
before the employee’s eyes to such 
an extent that he must know by 
the use of ordinary intelligence the 
danger that confronts him.” 

That same Kentucky court ruled 
against an employer in another 
case where an employee was in- 
jured, saying: 

“The employer is liable where 
it is shown that he recklessly and 


carelessly operated his place and 
by carelessness and gross negli- 
gence directed the employee to 
work in an extra hazardous loca- 
tion on the business premises, 
which place the employer knew or 
could have known by the exercise 
of ordinary care, was an extra 
hazardous place; while the em- 
ployee did not know or could not 
have known by the exercise of 
ordinary care.” 

The Supreme Court of Arkansas 
compares the knowledge of the em- 
ployer and the knowledge of the 
employee with respect to the 
danger in these words: 

“The law is that where the 
perils of the employment are 
known to the employer, but un- 
known to the employee, the em- 
ployer has the duty of apprising 
the employee thereof and a 
neglect by the employer of such 
duty creates actionable negli- 
gence; but where the employee’s 
knowledge of the perils of the 
employment equals or surpasses 


that of the employer, then there is 
no duty upon the master to ap- 
prise the employee of something 
already well known to him.” 

In another case the Arkansas 
court pointed out the situation that 
arises when the employer has 
given the employee a specific as- 
surance that the place where the 
employee is to work is safe. 

“An employee does not assume 
the risk of injury incident to his 
employment,” said the court, “be- 
cause of defects in appliances and 
places of work when there has 
been a specific assurance of safety. 
In the case before us the employee 
relied on the assurance of safety 
given by the employer. He testi- 
fied that he would have exercised 
greater vigilance in ascertaining 
whether the place was safe if he 
had not been assured by his em- 
ployer that it was safe. An em- 
ployer cannot lull his employee 
into a sense of security by an as- 
surance of safety and then escape 
liability for injuries resulting to 
the employee in reliance on this 
assurance. In such case the em- 
ployee does not assume the risk.”

Plumbing Lines—On Dec. 9, 
manufacturers reduced quotations 
on lead pipe and sheet lead 25 
cents per 100 lb., making, however, 
no changes in either lists or dis- 
counts on traps and bends. Sales of 
plumbing equipment and accessories 
have benefited largely by the 
healthy rise in residential building. 
and by the fact that prices in this 





line are generally low, and_ favor 
able to the consumer. Recent sta- 
tistics of interest are those covering 
plumbing brass goods (bath, shower, 
and lavatory fittings, etc.). For Oc- 
tober. sales by pieces were slightly 
better than in September, and were 
16 per cent ahead of a year ago. For 
the year, through October, the drop 
from 1937 was considerable, ap- 
proximately 23 per cent. Orders for 
air-conditioning equipment, which 
lapsed sharply during the earlier 
months of 1938, are coming up 
again, and in October were only 
about 10 per cent under a year ago.

Cellulose Products—The Du- 
pont Cellophane division announced 
another price reduction recently on 
Cellophane cellulose film, the nine- 
teenth such reduction since domes- 
tic manufacture was started in 1924. 
Economies arising from the rapidly 
increasing uses of Cellophane al- 
ways are passed along promptly to 
distributors and consumers. Sev- 
eral companies have announced a 
reduction of 10 per cent in their 
quotations of cellulose acetate, an 
important component material in the 
making of plastics. Here again the 
price drop is the result of produc- 
tion economies, due to the great 
growth in many fields in the uses 
of plastics.

Lead and Lead Products—On 
Dec. 6, leading producers of pig 
lead reduced quotations 15 cents per 
100 lb., and on Dec. 9, made an ad- 
ditional reduction of 10 cents per 
100 lb. The latter 10-cent decline 
was rescinded by a corresponding 
advance on Dec. 19. Among lead 
products affected were lead shot, re- 
duced by the National Lead Co. 5 
cents per 25-lb. bag or case, or 1 
per cent per 1-lb. bag. Producers 
of load oxides lowered their quota- 
tions 25 cents per 100 lb. for L.C.L. 
buyers, and 10 cents per 100 lb. for 
carload buyers. Lead pigments and 
heavy leaded zinc oxides were not 
reduced.

Commodity Prices — While 
the average of commodity prices 
nas been weak or slightly lower, the

weakness has been contributed chief- 
ly in branches where the hardware 
trade is not interested—a major 
drop being on farm products. Prices 
of industrial raw materials are not 
particularly strong, as buying sup- 
port has been lessened recently, now 
that average stocks throughout the 
country have been built up to nor- 
mal status. Many buyers had ex- 
tended their coverage during the 
general market rise which began 
last June, but ordering is now on a 
fill-in or maintenance basis. Pur- 
chasing departments. however. are 
likely to be back in the market with 
new requirements in plenty of time 
to sustain the general price struc- 
ture. The entire price rise after 
June 1 was only moderate. and 
based only slightly on forward buy- 
ing or speculation. The Associated 
Press wholesale price average on 
Dec. 20 stood at 66.2 per cent of the 
1926 average, compared with a high 
for the year of 74.37 per cent, and 
a low of 63.86 per cent.

Steel Output — While steel 
business generally has slowed up 
this month, there is no serious fall- 
ing off in aggregate tonnage, re- 
ported the Dec. 22 issue of The 
Iron Age. A drop of five points in 
ingot production for the country to 
53 per cent may be accounted for 
in part by the fact that steel com- 
panies are also anxious to keep their 
stocks of raw steel at a minimum 
over the inventory period and are 
reducing the number of active steel- 
making furnaces to conform closely 
to actual requirements over the next 
two weeks. The downward trend 
was not uniform, however, as a few 
districts showed moderate gains last 
week. The Detroit district had the 
highest operating rate in the coun- 
try, 90 per cent, a gain of a half 
point. It is indicated that the ingot 
rate at the beginning of the new 
year will be somewhere around 50 
per cent, or approximately double 
the rate at which 1938 was ushered 
in. 

* * * 

Paint Sales—Sales of paints 

and varnishes have been doing well 
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in recent months. Sherwin-Williams 
Co.. who in November gained 6.3 
per cent above the same 1937 month, 
and during the last quarter in- 
creased one per cent over a year 
ago. This company states that the 
betterment has been largely due to 
repainting and_ refinishing work, 
rather than to use on new construc- 
tion. General sales statistics of the 
industry for October, and for the 
year to. date, were recently released. 
showing October about 10 per cent 
behind last year’s month, and the 
year to date off about 20 per cent.

Snow Shovels, Etc——Winter 
storms and heavy snows in Decem- 
ber throughout many sections of the 
country, particularly the _ east. 
brought a heavy drain upon the 
snow shovel and scraper stocks of 
the jobbers. As a result, the manu- 
facturers of all snow-clearance lines 
have had an unexpected flood of 
new business.

Wooster Brush Sales—With 
current sales running higher than 
for any corresponding period in the 
last 10 years, The Wooster Brush 
Co.. Wooster, Ohio, reports Novem- 
ber, 1938, sales 34 per cent ahead 
of November, 1937, and 28 per cent 
ahead of October, 1938.

Washing Machines—The year 
just closing was the sixth 1,000,000 
washer year in succession, accord- 
ing to J. R. Bohnen, Chicago, exec- 
utive secretary, American Washer & 
Ironer Manufacturers’ Association. 
American women, year in and year 
out, also do a definitely high per- 
centage of washer buying in the 
upper price levels. For 1938. wash- 
ers retailed at $50.00 or more will 
prove to be about 77 per cent of 
the total. It is estimated the com- 
bined total of washers and ironers 
for 1938 will reach close to 1,250,- 
000. Design improvements and 
manufacturing schedules of the in- 
dustry give good reason to believe 
washers and ironers sold in 1939 
will reach close to 1,250,000. 


Vacuum Cleaners—The ecoun- 
trys vacuum cleaner manufacturers 
look for marked increases in busi- 
ness in 1939, says Richard J. Sim- 
mons, Chicago, Ill., president. Vacu- 
um Cleaner Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. The saturation factor is 
steadily diminishing in importance 
in the sale of vacuum cleaners, and 
the replacement factor is steadily 
becoming of greater importance. 
Some 10,000,000 homes offer a_ re- 
placement market. Replacement 
sales naturally fell behind between 
1930 and 1937, but when conditions 
improved in 1937, vacuum cleaner 
sales, stimulated by accumulated 
demand, passed the record figures 
of 1929. C. G. Frantz, Cleveland, 
secretary of the association. says 
that the total number of vacuum 
cleaners bought for homes in 1938 
promises to reach 1.390.000. 


Holiday Sales—That the 1938 
holiday season has brought a highly 
satisfactory sales volume is mani- 
fest in the news from retailers, 
large and small, in all parts of the 
country. The shopping crowds have 
been larger, and the pervading spirit 
of optimism and cheer has con- 
trasted encouragingly with the wor- 
ried and cautious aspect of last 
year’s Christmas shoppers, even 
those whé had money to spend. This 
season, the better outlook, and the 
rising tide of employment has 
loosened the people’s purse-strings. 
Their shopping lists have been long- 
er, and their average spending 
greater than in any recent year. 


Cleaner Stocks—-In_ planning 
for the holidays, and for their sales 
of all winter goods, the wholesalers 
have been careful not to overstock. 
So brisk. however, was Christmas 
buying in many cases, that mer- 
chants were disappointed on last 
minute refills, by the depletion of 
wholesaler’s supplies. Similarly cau- 
tious buying by the retailers has 
meant that the aftermath of the 
holiday season will find all season- 
able stocks cleaner than usual. 
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Inventory, and a Fresh Start 
-—The next few weeks will find both 
wholesalers and retailers busy with 
their inventories. Many jobbers 
will have conventions or assemblies 
of their salesmen, to discuss plans 
for the new year’s campaigns. There 
will be little of the old mid-winter 
“marking-time” habit, however, for 
modern merchandising means that 
vigorous sales promotions for Janu-

Building Construction Increasing 


ONSTRUCTION contracts to be 

let in the 37 eastern states 
during 1939 may reach a total of 
$3,500,000,000, according to esti- 
mates released by F. W. Dodge 
Corp., New York City. This figure 
would compare with an estimated 
total of $3,200,000,000 for 1938 and 
an actual total of approximately $2,- 
900,000,000 in 1937. None of these 
figures include repair and mainte- 
nance work. This national construc- 
tion news organization points out 
that the total building and engineer- 
ing volume recorded from Jan. 1 
through Nov. 15 of this year reached 
a total of $2,635,000,000 compared 
with $2,599,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1937, and antici- 
pates that considerable letting of 
public works contracts before the 
end of this year will materially in- 
crease the spread between the final 
1938 and 1937 figures. 

For 1939, indications of increased 
volume in public and private resi- 
dential building, commercial and 
factory building and public utility 
construction are stated to be very 
good. Dodge estimates for 1939 in- 
dicate that residential building, 
commercial building, and public 
utility construction may each in- 
crease about one-third over 1938, 
and that factory construction might 
double this year’s very low volume. 
Dodge clients are being advised to 
make their sales plans on the as- 
sumption of considerably increased 
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total construction volume during the 
first six to eight months of next year 
and to consider the possibility of a 
moderate tapering off toward the 
year’s end. 


New Type Cooking Utensils

The sifting out of those bolts of little use, and 
concentration of production and use upon those items in greatest normal demana, 
should result in savings in manufacturing costs, lowered inventory requirements for 
the distributor, and the elimination of seldom used items carried by distributors 
and manufacturers. The American Institute of Bolt, Nut and Rivet Manufacturers, 
Cleveland, Ohio, cooperated with the Division of Simplified Practice, U. S. Department 
of Commerce, Washington, D.
